Area breathes big sigh of relief: Century 
and Big Rivers reach tentative agreement

Residents of Hancock and sur¬ 
rounding counties breathed a big 
sigh of relief this week when Big 
Rivers and Century Aluminum 
announced a tentative deal on 
power rates. Big Rivers agreed to 
purchase power on the open mar¬ 
ket and sell it to Century at mar¬ 
ket cost plus any additional ex¬ 
penses incurred by the utility to 
provide the power. The agree¬ 
ment needs to be ratified by sev¬ 
eral different parties, including 
the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission, before it takes ef¬ 
fect. Big Rivers and Century 
hope to receive approval prior to 
the expiration of the current con¬ 
tract between Big Rivers and 
Century in August 

The agreement saves around 
700 direct jobs at the Hawesville 
smelter, plus hundreds of other 
jobs by contractors and other in¬ 
dustries serving the smelter on 
a daily basis. It took nearly two 
years for the two sides to reach 
this agreement. 

Century’s Hawesville smelter 
operates five pot lines and pro¬ 


duces roughly 250,000 tons of 
aluminum per year. To make this 
amount of metal takes a large 
amount of power. The Hawesville 
plant uses 485 megawatts of 
power, enough to power a fairly 


large city. 

Going to market power does 
not solve all of the problems fac¬ 
ing the plant in regards to its 
power, but going to market does 
give the company needed breath¬ 


ing room to make necessary im¬ 
provements. 

National Southwire Alumi¬ 
num built the plant in the late 
1960s, and technology changed 
dramatically over the intervening 
40 years. Techniques and pro¬ 
cesses that were state-of-the-art 
back then are not as efficient to¬ 
day as needed.

Bittersweet reunion: Rex meets 
his daughter after 35 years

The husband of former Han¬ 
cock County High School physical 
education teacher Michelle Lewis 
has entered an Alford plea in her 
2012 shooting death. 

Steven M. Cotter, 37, pleaded to 
a lesser charge of second-degree 
manslaughter Friday, a plea that 
was amended from the original 
charge of wanton murder. 

In an Alford plea, the defendant 
doesn’t admit guilt, but admits that 
there’s likely enough evidence to 
convict them of the crime with 
which they’re charged. 

On May 15, 2012, police re¬ 
ceived a 911 call from the Cotters’ 
Henderson, Ky. home at around 
2:30 a.m. and upon arriving, found 
Michelle with a gunshot wound. 
Steven Cotter was taken into cus¬ 
tody, receiving an injury from a 
Taser prong that struck him in the 
eye during his apprehension. 

Michelle Cotter taught at Han¬ 
cock County from 2000-2003, and 
was working as a guidance coun¬ 
selor at College View Middle 
School at the time of her death. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Bill 
Markwell has recommended a 
seven year sentence. Formal sen¬ 
tencing is scheduled for July 15.

Thirty-five years ago Hancock 
County resident Rex Howard 
made a decision he deeply re¬ 
grets today. He and his first wife 
Joyce Laslie divorced in the early 
1970s, but what he did not know 
at the time was the union led to a 
daughter. Five years later he and 
Joyce met again, and he learned 
about Krista. 

“I was asked to not interfere 
and ask for visitation rights,” Rex 
said. “I did it even though I did 
not want to do it. I knew it would 
cause trouble for her and her 
mother.” 

By that time Rex remarried 
and he and his new wife had a 
young daughter, so he went on 
with his life. Soon he started to 
regret his decision and started 


looking for his daughter. The 
search proved futile because he 
did not know his daughter’s full 
name, Krista Hall. He continued 
to search, but to no avail. 

Last Friday 35 years of search¬ 
ing came to an end when Rex, 
Krista and her daughter MaKayla 
Brown met. The meeting proved 
a bittersweet moment: Rex was 
happy to meet his daughter, but 
sad because Krista suffers from 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma, a type 
of autoimmune disease. Doctors 
first detected several tumors a 
few years ago and she underwent 
chemotherapy to combat the dis¬ 
ease. She responded to the treat¬ 
ment and the tumors shrunk, but 
doctors recently discovered 
more tumors.

Century 
buying Rio 
Tinto Alcan

Century Aluminum an¬ 
nounced earlier this week that it 
plans to purchase the Rio Tinto 
Alcan aluminum smelter located 
in Sebree, Ky. Century agreed to 
pay $61 million for the plant, and 
assume $4 million in certain li¬ 
abilities of the company 

“We are well acquainted with 
the Sebree smelter and its excel¬ 
lent management team and tal¬ 
ented group of employees,” Cen¬ 
tury President and CEO Michael 
Bless said in a press release. “We 
believe that, with these facilities 
under common ownership, we 
will derive real benefits in better 
serving customers and through 
improving both operations with 
the sharing of best practices in 
safety, technical and operational 
practices and procedures. My 
colleagues and I are anxious to 
welcome Sebree’s men and 
women into the Century group of 
companies.” 

Purchasing the Sebree plant 
adds an additional 205,000 tonnes 
of aluminum production per year 
to Century’s lineup. In addition 
to Hawesville and Sebree, Cen¬ 
tury owns operations, in full or 
part, in Mt. Holly, SC and Raven- 
swood, W. Va., as well as an op¬ 
erational smelter in Grundart- 
angi, Iceland, and a plant under 
construction in Helguvik, Ice¬ 
land. 

“We are excited about the 
Sebree acquisition,” Jason Curry, 
Human Resources Manager for 
Century Aluminum in 
Hawesville, said. “It’s a great 
plant, and a great location since 
it is only about 40 miles from the 
Hawesville plant. Just like 
Hawesville, they have a very 
skilled workforce, and we look 
forward to working together to 
ensure a safe transition over the 
next several weeks. Century is 
committed to growing in the 
United States, and it’s great to 
have these jobs right here in Ken¬ 
tucky.” 

When Century announced 
the acquisition of the Rio Tinto 
Alcan smelter, the plant manager 
of the facility also changed. Han¬ 
cock County’s own Jason Young 
replaces Serge Gosselin. Young 
worked at the Hawesville smelter 
prior to this promotion. 

“I hate to see Jason leave 
Hawesville,” Curry said. “He has 
been with us only a short time,

ville Volunteer Fire Department, 
Tim Meserve decided to hang up 
his helmet. The fire department 
recently held a banquet in his 
honor on his retirement. 

“We appreciate his service 
and all he had done for us,” cur¬ 
rent Hawesville Fire Chief Matt 
Husk said. “We hate to see him 
go. He has done so much for the 
department. I wish him the best 
of luck.” 

Hancock County Emergency 
Services Director Rick Montague 
and Hancock County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Jack McCaslin also con¬ 
gratulated Meserve on his years 
of service. Montague served on 


the Hawesville Fire Department 
with Meserve. 

“I congratulate him on his re¬ 
tirement,” Montague said. “Forty 
years is a long time. He was a 
dedicated firefighter. He was 
there when a lot of people were 
not.” 

McCaslin said he wanted to 
thank Meserve for his service to 
the community He said Meserve 
did an excellent job on the fire 
department. 

‘Tim worked hard for the fire 
department for 40 years,” 
McCaslin said. “He deserves his 
retirement.” 

Tim joined the Hawesville 
Volunteer Fire Department in 
1973, not long after he graduated 
from high school. At the time he 


worked at Martin-Marietta in 
Lewisport, and wanted some¬ 
thing else to do.

At the time Carlos Newton 
served as the fire chief of the 
Hawesville department. In those 
days volunteer firefighters did 
not need as much training. A per¬ 
son interested in joining simply 
applied for a position and then 
completed 20 hours of training. 
The firefighter also needed to 
take a refresher course every 
year to keep certified. 

“There is a lot more training 
involved today,” Tim said. “A lot 
more work.”

‘They do not want to do 
anything until the lump 
gets a certain size because 
it can develop a resistance 
to the chemotherapy,” 
Krista said. 

The first direct commu¬ 
nication between Rex and 
Krista took place on Sun¬ 
day, April 21, which ended 
years of searching by both 
Rex and Krista to find each 
other. Krista said in her 
middle to high school years 
she began to notice too 
many differences existed 
between her brother and 
her for them to share the 
same father. She started to 
ask her mother about it, 
but for years her mother 
refused to talk about the 
issue. Finally her mother 
Joyce admitted the man 
that raised her as his own 
was not his real father, but 
Joyce did not tell Krista her 
father’s name. At the time 
Krista’s family lived in 
Grayson County. Krista 
continued to wonder about 
her real father, but did not 
push the matter. 

Several years ago Krista 
started to inquire about her 
real father, but Joyce re¬ 
fused to give her Rex’s 


name. Krista refused to 
drop the issue. 

“I kept pushing and 
pushing and I finally got his 
name from her,” Krista 
said. “So I started hunting 
him.” 

At the time she lived in 
Owensboro, but did not re¬ 
alize her father lived only a 
few miles away in Hancock 
County. She knew of a few 
relatives in the county, but 
not that he lived here. 
Krista encountered trouble 
finding him because Rex 
keeps his number unlisted. 

Krista did meet Rex’s 
niece Wendy several years 
ago, and tentative contact 
took place between Rex 
and Krista through Wendy, 
but no direct contact be¬ 
tween them. Krista, now 
40, still did not know where 
Rex lived. She tried con¬ 
tacting several relatives, 
but nothing happened. 

Rex and Krista contin¬ 
ued trying to find one an¬ 
other. Finally Rex con¬ 
tacted Wendy and asked 
her to call Krista and see if 
she wanted to talk. Krista 
said yes. Rex called her 
Sunday, but she missed his 
call. Later she called him 
back. 

“We talked for hours 
and hours,” Krista said. 


They agreed to meet on 
Tuesday, April 23. Krista 
said the minute she saw 
Rex she knew he was her 
father. Rex said the minute 
he saw Krista she was his 
daughter because she is 
just like him. Both ex¬ 
pressed happiness at finally 
meeting, and look forward 
to getting to know one an¬ 
other. 

After this initial meeting, 
the two decided to meet 
again, this time to let Rex 
meet his granddaughter 
MaKayla, age eight. 

“She is beautiful,” Rex 
said. 

MaKayla was a little shy 
at first, but eventually the 
two started hitting it off. 
They started to pick on one 
another and enjoy being 
around each other. They 
also talked about her com¬ 
ing out to visit him over the 
summer. 

The meeting between 
Krista and Rex led to some 
reconciliation between Rex 
and Joyce. They recently 
talked, and she admitted 
she made a mistake asking 
him to not be a part of 
Krista’s life. Rex vowed to 
get along with Joyce for the 
sake of Krista and Makayla. 

“They are my family,” 
Rex said. “I am happy.” 


Fuel tanker with 4,000 
gallons overturns

A fuel tanker carrying 
4,000 gallons of gasoline and 
diesel overturned on John 
Pate Road, near the intersec¬ 
tion with Hilldale Road, on 
the morning of April 19. 
Valor Oil out of Owensboro 
owned the vehicle, which 
was making a delivery to lo¬ 
cal contractor Jody Hod- 
skins’ home. 

According to Hancock 
County Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Director Rick Mon¬ 
tague, the driver of the ve¬ 
hicle, Derek W. Boarman of 
Owensboro, pulled over to 
the shoulder of the road to 
let a vehicle exit Hodskins’ 
driveway, which also allowed 
the driver to make the turn 
into Hodskins’ driveway. As 
the truck sat waiting for the 
vehicle to clear the driveway, 
the shoulder of the road 
started to give away, and the 
truck started to slide. 

“He rolled all the way 
over,” Montague said. “He 
landed driver’s side down.” 

Hancock County Sheriff 
Dale Bozarth said a steep 
embankment sits across 
from Hodskins’ drive. He 
said a six-inch shoulder is on 
the side of the road, and then 
it drops away sharply. As the 
truck rolled, it went through 
a barb wire fence. One of the 
fence posts punctured one of 
the tanker’s fuel compart¬ 
ments, which caused a small 
amount of fuel to spill. 

Montague said when the 
truck came to a stop, the 
hole was on the top side, 
which prevented more fuel 
from spilling out. When the 
truck stopped rolling, 
Hodskins’ son Kyle rushed 
to the driver’s aid. 

“Kyle jumped up on the 
truck and pulled the door 
open so he could crawl out,” 
Bozarth said. 

The accident happened 
shortly after 8 a.m. Emer¬ 


gency crews stayed on scene 
until 6:46 that evening. 

Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Director Montague 
said the Kentucky State Fire 
Marshal arrived on scene, as 
did an official from the state 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. Montague said his 
years of experience dealing 
with emergency situations 
allowed him to know what 
the state EPA wanted done 
on scene. 

“We dug a retainer ditch 
on site in case we had a spill 
to catch,” Montague said. 
‘The ditch was to catch the 
fuel to keep it from spread¬ 
ing across the bottoms.” 

Once crews arrived on 
scene and stabilized the 
truck, the fuel needed to be 
off-loaded from the tanker. 
With the truck on its side, 
and its unloading hoses 
trapped against the ground, 
crews needed to use a more 
dangerous way to off load 
the fuel. 

“We had to hot tap the 
tanks,” Montague said. “We 
drilled holes in the tanks, it 
is a four compartment tank, 
and pumped the fuel out.” 

Montague said emer¬ 
gency services called 
Hinderliter out of Evansville, 
Ind. to perform this opera¬ 
tion. 

With the fuel off loaded, 
crews then righted the over¬ 
turned tanker. The county 
sent a bulldozer to the scene, 
and it, with two wreckers 
acting as anchors on the 
other side, righted the ve¬ 
hicle. 

“It actually sat up better 
than I thought it would,” 
Montague said. 

The truck did not sustain 
all that much damage, Mon¬ 
tague said. In addition to the 
punctured fuel tank it, sus¬ 
tained broken mirrors and 
some other minor damage.

50 years ago 

Fifty years ago heavy spring rains caused the Ohio River 
to spill its banks and inundate low-lying areas of the county.

With the river rising fast, officials with 
the project made the decision to flood the cofferdam around 
the dam’s work area. The officials made the decision to flood 
the cofferdam to prevent the pressure from the floodwater 
from collapsing the cofferdam. After flooding the cofferdam, 
the river continued to rise, and eventually overtopped it and 
covered it with water. When the flood receded, officials 
drained the cofferdam and resumed work. Today a large, 
two lock dam sits at the location. It creates a pool of stored 
water that stretches all the way to Louisville. 

25 years ago 

Twenty-five years ago a late season snowstorm dumped 
up to one inch of snow on the county. While the snow proved 
more of a nuisance to adults, kids looked at the snow as a 
blessing. Kids went out and built snowmen, sledded and 
generally enjoyed playing in the white stuff. Winter’s grip 
did not last long as temperatures quickly rose, and the snow 
melted off within a couple of days. 

10 years ago 

Ten years ago the Subway sandwich shop in Lewisport 
moved from the Lewisport Shopping Center to Liberty Plaza, 
located at the intersection of state Route 657 and U.S. Hwy. 
60. The store also added a drive-thru option to the business, 
and also started to serve breakfast. The store continues to 
operate in this location.

Ky. man dies after 
being struck by 
700-pound lid 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind. 
(AP) A Kentucky man died 
after he was struck by a wind¬ 
blown 700-pound fiberglass lid 
that he was helping to load on 
a barge along the Ohio River 
in Jeffersonville. 

Jefferson County Deputy 
Coroner Larry Carroll told the 
Courier-Journal that 42-year- 
old Anthony Maupin died of 
blunt force injuries. 

Carroll says Maupin 
worked for Ohio River Metal 
Services. He says Maupin was 
helping a crane operator load 
the lids onto a barge when the 
wind picked one up and it 
struck him.

Famous Hancock horse, 


won many races 
in olden times. 


A 1936 Hancock Clarion carried on its front page a 
column entitled “From the LONG AGO Clarion files.” 
The following story about Hancock County’s “Blue Buck” 
comes from a March 1912 Hancock Clarion. With the 
famous Kentucky Derby this Saturday, I thought this 
would be a good time to offer this column. 

I remember my one trip to the Kentucky Derby in 1972. 
When Wendell Ford was Governor of Kentucky he would 
host a “Derby Breakfast” for invited guests. Several from 
Hancock County received invitations and made plans to 
go. Leroy Lamar and I took several folks in our planes 
and flew to Frankfort for the occasion. I remember sit¬ 
ting across from former governor A.B. Happy Chandler, 
and listening to him tell stories that were very interest¬ 
ing. Chandler served as Kentucky’s governor from 1935- 
1939. He also was a U.S. Senator and later resigned to 
become Baseball Commissioner 

After the breakfast, I had planned to load up my group 
and fly back to Hancock County. That was not to be. 
Leroy’s group and mine all decided they wanted us to fly 
to Louisville so they could go to the Derby. After landing 
in Louisville we called cabs to take us to Churchill Downs. 
The only place to go was the infield as we didn’t have 
tickets to the grand stands. The infield was crowded with 
all kinds of characters and when the big race was to start 
I couldn’t get close enough to the rail to see anything 
except the tail of a horse as it went by. That was enough 
of the Kentucky Derby for me and I have never gone 
back! I’d rather watch it on the tube. 

Here’s something interesting. Sheriff Billy Stephens 
came to the Clarion, this was in 1967, and told me he was 
going to the derby that Saturday. He said there was a 
horse running in the derby called “Proud Clarion.” He 
said, “You should place a bet on him!” I remarked I didn’t 
have any money to bet on horses as I have never won 
anything. Guess what? Proud Clarion won the Kentucky 
Derby in 1967 at 30:1 odds! 

Leaving the starting gate from post position seven, Proud 
Clarion raced ninth near the hack in a pack of horses until 
close to the 3/4 mile pole when jockey Bobby Ussery made a 
move. By the mile pole he was sitting fifth then in the home¬ 
stretch accelerated through an opening between Damascus 
and Diplomat Way. He caught front-runner Barbs Delight 
then raced on to win by a length in the third-fastest time in 
the Derby’s history to that point. 


Owned by Dan Colbert 
and lost last race while blind 


to a Hardin County rival. 

Circuit Clerk Amos Freeman is one of the best local 
ancient historians in the city. He is an ardent believer in 
Roosevelt as a man of destiny, regardless of all “Marse 
Henry” has to say about and against him. He admits, how¬ 
ever, that the race between his favorite and President Taft 
is to be a great race, “not unlike an old time horse race.” 
After using the last phrase, Mr. Freeman was easily led 
by a Clarion representative to tell some of the “hoss races 
befoah de wah.” He said the most important local track 
was laid out diagonally across the field just below town, 
now owned by Miss Dood Adair. Almost every Saturday 
afternoon when the weather permitted, the local county 
sports would have races thereon. The most noted of the 
contests was that between Dan Colbert’s Blue Buck and 
a bare mare belonging to one McDowell of Hardin county. 
The Colbert’s lived near Lewisport and had a track of 
their own, on what is now known as Boutcher’s branch. 
There they trained their colts and ran races with all who 
would come but the more notable races were run on the 
track near Hawesville. 

Blue Buck was a roan stallion with a mule streak down 
his back. He had won over the best in the county. 
McDowell of Hardin, had heard of Blue Buck and he 
came down, and after a short interview with Dan Colbert, 
his owner, a bet of $400 between the principals was soon 
agreed upon and forfeits were placed. The date of the 
race was set for several weeks later and ample time was 
thus afforded for a large crowd to gather, and also for 
many smaller bets to be made on the side. The crowd 
was a big one for the time and place, and expectation was 
high for great race, but it did not prove to be such. Blue 
Buck was ridden by Raymond Colbert, and the mount 
was satisfactory to all, but the horse failed to run as usual. 
He was easily beaten by the mare which ran very 
smoothly. When the horse was examined he was found 
to be blind. The horse had been kept in a stable here the 
night before the race and it is supposed that his eyes were 
injured. A man from Lewisport who was engaged in the 
saloon business there at the time, was supposed to be 
the one who had ruined the horses’ eyes. He was gener¬ 
ally accused but never convicted.

Arthur Cooper, son of Mr. and Mrs. Owen Cooper of 
Louisville, formerly of this city, has made a name for him¬ 
self at many of the race tracks through out the country. 
He began training for a jockey, a little over two years ago, 
and has been riding in races for about two years. He has 
won seventy-eight races since January 1, and is rated as 
the sixteenth leading jockey in the world. 

After a visit to his parents, he will go to Narragahsett 
Park to ride in the races there, which open Saturday. He 
came to Louisville last week, after the close of the races 
at Suffolk Downs, Boston, Mass. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
Churchill Downs has an¬ 
nounced tighter security and 
expanded screening for pa¬ 
trons, employees and ven¬ 
dors headed to the track for 
the 139th running of the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Track officials on Thurs¬ 
day asked fans to be vigilant 
about anything that might 
seem unusual or suspicious 


and notify security or race¬ 
track personnel. 

Track officials say they re¬ 
viewed security measures 
after Monday’s bomb blasts 
at the Boston Marathon. 
Multiple items will not be al¬ 
lowed inside the racetrack, 
including coolers, cameras 
with detachable lenses, 
lenses more than six-inches 
long and tripods. 

Also barred are purses 
more than 12 inches in any 
dimension, cans, fireworks, 
laser pointers and noisemak- 
ers and air horns. 

Race officials say for the 
May 3 Kentucky Oaks and 
May 4 Kentucky Derby, em¬ 
ployees, vendors and media 
are subject to electric wand 
searches.

Over the years he went 
on many interesting runs. 
One of the scariest hap¬ 
pened on old U.S. 60, at the 
Hancock County/ 
Breckinridge County line. 
A tanker truck carrying 
fuel overturned, and the 
truck needed to be righted. 

The wrecker service 
that came to the scene to 
right the truck used air 
bags to set the truck up¬ 
right. Something went 
wrong, and instead of right¬ 
ing the truck, the air bags 
caused it to roll over on its 
other side, onto the top of 
the wreckers. 

“You could have heard 
a pin drop in that hollow 
after everything settled 
down,” Tim said. ‘That is 
the most scared I have ever 
been. If that truck had gone 
up I would not be here to¬ 
day.” 

Battling brush fires also 
brought challenges. The 
biggest danger in battling 
brush fires is the wind. It 
is not uncommon for the 
wind to shift direction with¬ 
out warning, or to start 
gusting strongly. Both situ¬ 
ations create danger for 
firefighters. 

“It can come back and 
bite you quick,” Tim said. 

As a volunteer 
firefighter, Tim was on call 
24 hours per day, seven 
days per week. He remem¬ 
bers a few times where he 
received a page to go out 
to a fire, and after putting 
out the fire going home and 


then be paged out to an¬ 
other fire. 

Over the years, Tim 
held several different of¬ 
ficer positions, including 
the assistant fire chief po¬ 
sition. He also served as a 
battalion chief for many 
years. Tim said being an 
officer in a volunteer fire 
department does not mean 
being able to stand back 
and give orders. It means 
doing what needs to be 
done at the time, such as 
rolling up the hose after fin¬ 
ishing a call, driving a truck 
or manning a hose. 

“If I had it to do over 
again, I would not change 
a thing,” Tim said. 

Tim said though it en¬ 
tails much work, being a 
firefighter is a great way to 
serve e a community. He 
said with the amount of 
training needed today to be 
a volunteer firefighter to¬ 
day, it can actually lead to a 
career as a paid firefighter. 

Though he no longer 
goes on emergency runs, 
when Tim hears sirens 
sounding it brings back 
memories of responding to 
those calls. Hearing the si¬ 
rens makes him wonder 
the nature of the emer¬ 


gency. 

“Firefighting has been a 
big part of my life for 40 
years,” Tim said. “When I 
was younger I did not do 
anything but eat, sleep and 
breathe firefighting and 
work. I was always around 
the firehouse.” 

Tim and his wife Diane 
live in Hawesville. They 
have one daughter, Kristi 
Coomes and her husband 
Kevin.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

For the Property Tax Assessment Roll 


The Hancock County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection on 
Monday, May 6th through Monday, May 20th, 2013. Under the supervision of the 
property valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect 
the tax roll. This is the January 1, 2013 assessment on which state, county and 
school taxes for 2013 will be due about November 01, 2013. 

The tax roll is in the office of the Property Valuation Administrator in the County 
Administration Building and may be inspected between the hours of 8:00 a.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. weekdays (5:30 on Thursdays) and 9:00 a.m. until 12 p.m. on Satur¬ 
days. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the 
PVA must first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The 
conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. Any taxpayer still 
aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with the PVA or 
designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to or during the inspection 
period. Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the 
conference with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals. The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or 
sending a letter or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying 
the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the prop¬ 
erty. The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one 
workday following the conclusion of the inspection period. Any taxpayer failing 
to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear before the 
board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to 
appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessment shall not be made to the county board 
of assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under 
the provisions of KRS 132.450 (4) and shall have the protest and appeals rights 
granted under the provision of KRS 131.110. The following steps should be taken 
when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value of personal property as 
determined by the office of property valuation administrator: 

(1) They must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair 
cash value of his property. 

(2) They must file a written protest directly with the Department of Property Valu¬ 
ation within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Revenue Cabinet may be appealed to the Kentucky 
Board of Tax Appeals.

If you are getting 
along in years, too, you may 
appreciate this story about 
a 90 year old man. When 
someone asked him how 
he felt when he woke up in 
the morning, he said, “sur¬ 
prised!” Isn’t it wonderful 
what technology has done 
for people all over the 
world? We are living longer 
and enjoying it more. Aside 
from this personal refer¬ 
ence about our birthdays 
and a little levity, I’d like to 
redirect our focus to a won¬ 
derful little story that con¬ 
tains some principles that 
could help any of us. 

This is a story about a 
small crippled boy who was 
very hunched-back. When 
asked by his father what he 
wanted most of all for his 
birthday, he said he wanted 
a life-sized statue in the like¬ 
ness of himself, except tall 
and straight and he wanted 
it placed right outside his 
window. The father com¬ 
plied with his request and 
each day, the young lad 
would stand and strain, 
looking up, admiring the 
likeness of what he longed 
to be. On his 21st birthday, 
he walked out in the yard 
and without having to 
strain, he looked the statue 
right straight in the eye. 

If you will think about 
this story for a moment, I 
believe you will see some 
principles here that can 
help any of us who have a 
desire to improve ourselves 
in some way. First, this 
youngster, to some degree, 
was handicapped. He was 
crippled and he was 
hunched-back. Now, no one 
likes to endure pain and 
many handicapped people 
also have to overcome ste¬ 
reotyping, which simply 
means they have been 
looked down on, thought 
inferior and many people 
are embarrassed to be 
around a handicapped per¬ 
son, much less be willing to 



give them a job. While the 
overall treatment of the 
handicapped and providing 
greater opportunities for 
them is a topic for another 
column, I’m proud that we 
have made a great deal of 
progress in this country 
over the past several years. 
But back to the story of the 
young lad who for years 
had been admiring the like¬ 
ness of what he longed to 
be: Isn’t this also true for 
us? Don’t we need to see 
ourselves as the person we 
can become, rather than 
the person we are? In real¬ 
ity, this is the secret of all 
achievement. When we 
know who we are, where 
we want to go and then de¬ 
velop a plan to get there, it’s 
just a matter of time until 
we succeed. The key word 
in this whole story is 
“longed” which is just an¬ 
other word for desire. You 
show me a ‘winner’ in any 
field of endeavor and I will 
show you a person who had 
a deep down longing or de¬ 
sire to achieve it. We also 
need good models around 
us — people we can look up 
to, admire and pattern our 
lives after. 

While it’s my personal 
opinion which you may or 
may not share, I believe one 
of the real problems we 
have in America today is 
that we don’t have enough 
good role models. In the 
case of this young lad, the 
role model was his father, 
which is exactly as it should 
be. When it comes to being 
a good role model, what’s 
important to realize is that 
many great opportunities 
are available to you and me. 
Let’s make the most of 
these opportunities when 
we have the chance.

MADISONVILLE, Ky. 
(AP) A western Kentucky 
county is bracing for a 
slowdown in coal produc¬ 
tion over the next 18 
months and expecting the 
drop to impact projects that 


are dependent upon those 
funds. 

State officials are re¬ 
porting a 26 percent drop 
in coal severance tax funds 
for the 2012-13 fiscal year, 
which began July 1. That 


could leave Hopkins 
County with $1 million less 
than the $4.05 million offi¬ 
cials projected from 2012- 
2014. 

Judge-Executive 
Donnie Carroll told The 


Messenger that projects 
will be funded according to 
their rank on a priority list 
as severance tax funds be¬ 
come available. 

Severance funds are 
based on a formula tied to 
coal production in each 
Kentucky county. The 
money helps counties with 
infrastructure and eco¬ 
nomic development 
projects to prepare commu¬ 
nities for when their coal 
reserves are exhausted.

All of us have a circle of 
influence. They may vary in 
size, but we all have power 
to affect others—for good or 
bad. Whether at home, in 
the church, or in the world, 
our lives are on display. 
Many times, we aren’t even 
aware of who is impacted by 
our words, attitudes and ac¬ 
tions. 

The Old Testament char¬ 
acters Daniel and his friends, 
Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abed-Nego are prime ex¬ 
amples. Let me briefly re¬ 
mind you of their situation. 
These Jewish teenagers 
were taken to the pagan city 
of Babylon when King 
Nebuchadnezzar conquered 
Jerusalem (Daniel 1:1-5). 
The boys spent the remain¬ 
der of their lives in an unbe¬ 
lieving society and culture. 

Daniel didn’t set out with 
the purpose of making an im- 
pression on others, but 
something about him af¬ 
fected everyone who came 
in contact with him-from 
lowly servants to kings of 
empires. What made this 
young man stand out was his 
commitment to his convic¬ 
tions. He believed in the 


absolute truth of the scrip¬ 
tures. When he was taken 
to Babylon, he “made up his 
mind” not to defile himself 
with the kings food because 
he knew that eating meat of¬ 
fered to idols was forbidden 
by the Mosaic Law. 

Daniel’s convictions, not 
his environment, deter¬ 
mined his behavior. Our 
world offers a multitude of 
ways to compromise on what 
we know is right, but by 
making up our minds ahead 
of time, we too can stand 
firm in our obedience to 
God. Although an unbeliev¬ 
ing world may mock our val¬ 
ues and lifestyle, their re¬ 
spect for us lessens, when 
we waffle and give into temp¬ 
tations. What’s worse, our 
witness for Christ is dam¬ 
aged. 

Conviction about God’s 
truth is like an anchor. 
When the winds of opinion 
blow and the waves of temp¬ 
tation pound us, we can 
know with certainty the right 
way to respond. Don’t vacil¬ 
late in your obedience to the 
Lord. Your unwavering 
stand for what’s right can 
powerfully influence others.

During the first three 
hours of our Lord’s crucifix¬ 
ion, three sayings He spoke 
have been preserved. The 
third will be the focus of this 
article. First, some back¬ 
ground. 

Jesus knew beforehand, 
that once he was taken, the 
disciples would distance 
themselves from Him. He 
had even told them: “All ye 
shall be offended in me this 
night: for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep of the flock shall be 
scattered abroad” (Matthew 
26:31). Who can forget the 
vehement denials of Peter? 

When all had forsaken 
Jesus, the exception reads 
like this: “But there were 
standing by the cross of 


Jesus his mother, and his 
mother’s sister, Mary the 
wife of Clopas, and Mary 
Magdalene” (John 19:25). 
Surely words cannot express 
the intensity of Mary’s 
agony as she gazed upon her 
Son. 

There was however, an¬ 
other exception. Along with 
the women, there was a man 
at the foot of the cross. 
“Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple 
standing by whom he loved” 
(John 19:26). The one 
apostle who clung more 
closely to Jesus than all the 
rest, known as “the disciple 
whom Jesus loved” (John 
21:20), was John.

little band of disciples, Jesus 
said: “Woman, behold thy 
son!” (John 19:26). The 
statement which follows re¬ 
veals that He was not calling 
attention to himself. Rather, 
he was calling His mother’s 
attention to John. He then 
said to John: “Behold, thy 
mother!” Qohn 19:27). 

The 5th commandment 
of the Decalogue required 
men to: “Honor thy father 
and thy mother...” (Exodus 
20:12). Even while enduring 
the agony of the torture, 
Jesus summoned the energy 
to ensure continued care for 
His mother! In essence, 
Jesus was calling upon his 
mother to allow John to take 
his place as her son, and he 
was asking John to assume 
the care of His mother. 
Jesus wanted His mother to 
“adopt” His best friend, and 
for his friend to “adopt” His 
mother. 

We have no doubt of 
John’s willingness, for the 
Bible reveals that “from that 
hour the disciple took her 
unto his own home” Qohn 
19:27). Almost for certain, 
Joseph was dead at this time. 
Jesus and His family had 
been poor from His birth (cf. 
Luke 2:22-24; the offering al¬ 
lowed for the poor). A 
widow in Israel had little 
means of support. 

Are your parents living? 
Show them the honor they 
deserve. It is not enough to 
send flowers on mother’s 
day. Give them the care they 
deserve. How sad it is when 
grown children, rather than 
caring for their parents, are 
still being propped up by 
their parents!

Shearn appearing in latest 
“Insanity” infomercial

Sitting slumped on a 
couch and flipping past late- 
night exercise infomercials 
is as American as apple pie, 
but for one Lewisport man, 
he not only tried out the 
product from one, he’s now 
on their new infomercial. 

Kirk Shearn, 31, re¬ 
cently flew to New York to 
be in the latest infomercial 
for Insanity, the intense 
workout frequently adver¬ 
tised on TV. 

Shearn got interested in 
the Insanity program after 
seeing the results of former 
Hancock Countian Jason 
Roberts, who with his wife, 
Katee, created “Stronger 
for Tomorrow,” an online 
group focused on encourag¬ 
ing others to get in shape. 

“Whenever I saw those 
results from him,” said 
Shearn, “well that makes it 
more real because we know 
him, he’s from Hancock 
County.” 

“It was kind of a secret 
competition, I guess, for 
myself,” he said. “I’m ex¬ 
tremely competitive. If he 
can get that transformation, 
I want to one-up it, I want to 
do better... That was the 
first thing that got me moti¬ 
vated was, ‘I want to have 
better results.’” 

Shearn, who used to 
work out “religiously” with 
his twin brother, Paul, had 
gotten out of the habit and 
out of shape. 

“After a while of not 
working out like I used to 
because of work and being 
married and having kids 
and stuff, the priorities 
switched from working out 
to providing for my family,” 
he said. 

He wasn’t necessarily 
the heaviest he’d ever been, 
he’d weighed that much be¬ 
fore. 

‘The difference was,” he 
said, “the last time I 
weighed that was when I 
was trying to play football 
at Western so I was really 
in shape then. This time 
around, I had a lot of fat I 
was carrying around. I 
could feel the effects of it on 
just feeling tired and lazy 
and my body hurting.” 

His competitive side 
helped, but he had another 
strong incentive: his and his 
wife Ashley’s three kids, 
Hayden, Graham and Layla. 

“I wanted to be able to 
be out there with them and 
teach them things,” he said. 
“But the biggest thing that 
was running through my 
mind was when my boys get 
of age when they’re in their 
teen years, I want to be able 
to keep up with them.” 

“Plus,” he said, “I knew 
where I was at one point in 
my life with being in shape 
and I wanted to try to get 
back to that.” 

He had success by hard 
work but also by account¬ 
ability. 

“I wasn’t shy about what 
I was doing,” he said. 

So he posted his inten¬ 
tions and his progress on 
Facebook and in groups 
like Roberts’ “Stronger for 
Tomorrow.” 

“I thought, the more 
people that know about this, 
the more accountable I’m 
going to be,” he said. “I 
don’t want to be that chump 
that somebody comes up to 
you, ‘Hey, are you still do¬ 
ing this workout?’... I don’t 
want to say, ‘Well I quit in 
the second week because it 
was just too hard.’” 


“I got results faster than 
I thought I was going to, but 
then again I wasn’t going to 
settle for less,” he said. “I 
just made sure that I knew 
that at the end of each work¬ 
out that I gave 100 percent 
and I had nothing left to 
give.” 

Roberts told him he 
should send his results to 
Beach Body, who produces 
the infomercials, and so he 
did. A couple of days later 
he got an email reply say¬ 
ing they were impressed 
and they wanted to send 
him a camera to film him¬ 
self working out. He did, 
and sent it back. 

“It was a couple of days 
later I guess, after they re¬ 
ceived it, that I got the call 
that they wanted me to go 
to New York and be a part 
of the new infomercial that’s 
out now,” he said. 

His time in New York 
was necessarily short 
though, because he had to 
get back for work. 

‘That was a pretty cool 
experience,” he said. “I 
wish I could’ve spent more 
time in New York City than 
what I was allotted. Due to 
work and stuff it was like, I 
was in and I was out...” 

“We went around down¬ 
town New York City, Times 
Square and went to Central 
Park and then we pretty 
much called it a night be¬ 
cause we had to get up at 
6:00 a.m. the next morning 
to go to the studio where 
they do the filming,” he 
said. “My plane was leaving 
at 1:00 p.m. that day to come 
back so it was very quick for 
myself... I was the first one 
to have to do the photo 
shoot and then have to be 
in front of the camera, 
which was very odd. The 
lights were so dang bright 
I couldn’t hardly keep my 
eyes open.” 

‘They made you feel as 
comfortable as possible,” 
he said. “I could’ve been a 
whole lot more nervous 
during that filming and stuff 
but they want you to be as 
natural as possible.” 

With his filming fin¬ 
ished, he came back home 
and went back to work. 
Now that the commercial 
has begun to air, he doesn’t 
have had to be told when it 
comes on because he gets 
texts from people surprised 
to see him on their screens. 

“They’ll be randomly 
watching TV on a Saturday 
morning and happen to see 
the commercial and then 
my face pops up,” he said. 

“The experience of it, 
going to New York and stuff 
was cool, but what I enjoy 
the most about it is being 
able to help people,” he 
said. “It happens at least a 
couple of times a week, I’ll 
either get an email or just 


some random person who’ll 
write me on Facebook or 
whatever and ask me, how 
did I do it or do I have any 
pointers. Really, I can’t give 
them any secret, it’s all just 
basic stuff on eat right and 
give it everything you 
have.” 

Now he’s a champion for 
others to get in shape like 
he did. He’s a shining ex¬ 
ample, and a bearer of 
simple and usually unwel¬ 
come news: it just takes 
hard work. 

“You have that breaking 
point in your mind that’s 
starting to tell you to give 
up and go ahead and take 
that little 30 second break,” 
he said. “You’ve got to fight 
past that and keep going. 
You know when you’re sup¬ 
posed to stop. Your body 
will tell you, not your brain.” 

He points others toward 
the same place where he 
found inspiration: the Stron¬ 
ger for Tomorrow group. 

“If anybody is looking 
for accountability or motiva¬ 
tion or anything else... it’s a 
phenomenal accountability 
group to be inspired,” he 
said. “Everybody there, all 
they’re trying to do is be the 
best that they can be.”

PCMH to 
provide free 
mammograms 

Perry County Memorial 
Hospital has received two 
grants, totaling $22,482.90, 
to continue “Our Turn: A 
Breast Health Program.” 
Since the program began in 
1999 the “Our Turn” pro¬ 
gram has educated more 
than 10,500 local women 
about breast health and the 
importance of early detec¬ 
tion strategies, including 
breast self examinations, 
clinical examinations, and 
mammograms. Since 2003, 
the program has provided 
approximately 900 free 
screening mammograms 
to qualified women. 

In addition to education, 
this year’s grants will again 
make free screening 
mammograms available- 
on a first come, first serve 
basis-to 110 local women 
who meet the program’s 
eligibility requirements. To 
be eligible for the program, 
a woman must: Be between 
40 and 64 years of age; not 
have had a mammogram 
for at least one year; be 
uninsured or under in¬ 
sured and meet financial 
guidelines; need a screen¬ 
ing mammogram; live or 
work in Perry (IN), Spen¬ 
cer (IN), or Hancock (KY) 
County; and be unable to 
pay privately for a screen¬ 
ing mammogram. Women 
between the ages of 35-40 
with a strong family history 
of breast cancer and who 
meet the program eligibil¬ 
ity criteria will also be eli¬ 
gible to receive a mammo¬ 
gram through the pro¬ 
gram. There is also limited 
funding for diagnostic 
mammograms and ultra¬ 
sounds for women with 
suspicious screening 
mammograms. 

Anyone interested in re¬ 
ceiving a free mammogram 
or in learning more about 
breast cancer and early de¬

Food Safety Tips for 
Fresh Fruits and Veggies 
www.foodsafety.gov 

Many people are starting 
to put out gardens or anx¬ 
iously waiting for the 
farmer’s market to start. 
With that in mind, it is im¬ 
portant to keep food safety 
top of mind. Below are some 
tips when storing and pre¬ 
paring fresh fruits and veg¬ 
etables. 

For Storing: 

• Store perishable fresh 
fruits and vegetables (like 
strawberries, lettuce, herbs, 
and mushrooms) in a clean 
refrigerator at a temperature 
of 40° F or below. 

• Refrigerate all produce 
that is purchased pre-cut or 
peeled. 

For Preparation: 

• Begin with clean hands. 
Wash your hands for 20 sec¬ 
onds with warm water and 
soap before and after prepar¬ 
ing fresh produce. 

• Cut away any damaged or 
bruised areas on fresh fruits 
and vegetables. Produce 


that looks rotten should be 
discarded. 

• All produce should be 
thoroughly washed before 
eating. Wash fruits and veg¬ 
etables under running water 
just before eating, cutting or 
cooking. 

• Many precut, bagged pro¬ 
duce items like lettuce are 
pre-washed. If the package 
indicates that the contents 
have been pre-washed, you 
can use the produce without 
further washing. 

• Even if you plan to peel the 
produce before eating, it is 
still important to wash it 
first. 

• Washing fruits and veg¬ 
etables with soap or deter¬ 
gent or using commercial 
produce washes is not rec¬ 
ommended. 

• Scrub firm produce, such 
as melons and cucumbers, 
with a clean produce brush. 

• Drying produce with a 
clean cloth towel or paper 
towel may further reduce 
bacteria that may be 
present.

Hancock girls win 
tri-meet at Calhoun

$7.2M for defective 
hearing aid

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) _ A 
central Kentucky family 
won a $7.24 million verdict 
after a jury concluded that 
a company that makes im¬ 
plantable hearing aids 
knowingly sold a defective 
device that shocked a 6- 
year-old girl. 

The jury in federal 
court in IjDuisville awarded 
$6.25 million in punitive 
damages and $994,000 in 
compensatory damages on 
Wednesday to the family of 
Breanna Sadler of Vine 
Grove. Sadler’s family sued 
Advanced Bionics in 2011 
_ about three years after 
the girls’ cochlear implant 
made her ill and sent her 
into convulsions when 
moisture seeped into the 
device. 

Attorney Ronald 
Johnson, who represents 
the Sadler family and fo¬ 
cuses on medical device 
litigation, said the company 
was “defiant” about 
whether it had done any¬ 
thing wrong in handling 
the hearing aid. 

“This is, without a 
doubt, the worst conduct 
I’ve ever seen by a corpo¬ 
ration, especially when 
dealing with such a vulner¬ 
able population,” Johnson 
said. 

The Swiss parent com¬ 
pany of Advanced Bionics, 
Sonova, said in a written 
statement that it will con¬ 
sider appealing the judg¬ 
ment. In court records, the 
company said the devices 
complied with all federal 
regulations and recalls 
were issued appropriately. 

The jury’s award is the 
third largest in the western

A cochlear implant, 
sometimes called a bionic 
ear, is a device that is sur¬ 
gically placed into the bone 
of a patient’s skull. Wires 
attach it to a magnet, which 
rests on the person’s skull. 
When the magnet is en¬ 
gaged, the device gives a 
profoundly deaf or hard of 
hearing person a sense of 
sound. 

The device has gained 
popularity among parents 
who have children with 
profound hearing issues, 
such as the one suffered by 
Breanna Sadler. 

Breanna was 4 in 2006 
when her family decided to 
have the cochlear device 
implanted. 

“It worked pretty well,” 
Johnson said. “It was a big 
surgery and they had it.” 

Breanna Sadler’s device 
malfunctioned on Dec. 29, 
2008. Johnson said her 
mother heard the girl 
screaming and found 
Breanna rubbing her head 
on the carpet and having 
convulsions. After calming 
the girl down, the mother 
removed the magnet from 
the device. 

“When she did, the con¬ 
vulsions stopped,” Johnson 
said. 

A doctor reattached the 
magnet, prompting more 
illness, screaming and con¬ 
vulsions, Johnson said. Six 


Ky. offers 
variety of 
license plates 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) 
Kentucky offers a wide vari¬ 
ety of license plates to mo¬ 
torists. 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader reports that beyond 
the standard issue plates 
that say “Unbridled Sprit” or 
“In God We Trust,” the state 
offers dozens of other op¬ 
tions. 

While standard-issue 
plates are on 76 percent of 
vehicles, the two most popu¬ 
lar specialty plates according 
to data from the state Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet are Nature 
and Friends of Coal. 

There are more than 
46,000 Nature plates, which 
support the Kentucky Heri¬ 
tage Land Conservation 
Fund and more than 43,000 
Friends of Coal plates, which 
supports the group Friends 
of Coal Kentucky. 

Popular specialty plates, 
which are becoming more 
common across the state, 
include the following: 

_Nature: 46,564. A series 
of three plates showing a 
butterfly, cardinal or wildcat 
supports the Kentucky Heri¬ 
tage Land Conservation 
Fund. Costs: $31 initial, $31 
renewal. Of the fees, $10 
goes to the Kentucky Heri¬ 
tage Land Conservation 
Fund. The donation is not 
optional. 

_Friends of Coal: 43,003. 
The black plate takes its ap¬ 
pearance from the natural 
resource and supports 
Friends of Coal Kentucky. 
(There are an additional 
2,395 Friends of Coal motor¬ 
cycle plates.) Costs: $44 ini¬ 
tial, $31 renewal. Includes an 
optional $10 donation to the 
organization. 

_University of Kentucky: 
25,533. The plate supports 
UK’s scholarship fund. 
Costs: $56 initial, $31 re¬ 
newal. Of the fees, $10 goes 
to the university. The dona¬ 
tion is not optional. 

_Kentucky Horse Coun¬ 
cil: 24,359. The plate sup¬ 
ports the Kentucky Horse 
Council. Costs: $44 initial, 
$26 renewal. Includes an op¬ 
tional $10 donation to the 
organization from initial 
plates and $5 from renewed 
plates. 

_Breast cancer aware¬ 
ness: 24,057. The plate sup¬ 
ports the Kentucky Breast 
Cancer Research and Educa¬ 
tion Trust Fund, which is 
administered by the state 


weeks later, Breanna un¬ 
derwent surgery to re¬ 
move the Advanced Bion¬ 
ics device and have a new 
brand implanted. 

Tests later showed that 
the device inside Breanna 
Sadler’s ear had over 30 
percent moisture. The al¬ 
lowable amount of mois¬ 
ture is .5 percent. 

“She was at 60 times the 
allowable amount,” 
Johnson said. 

Advanced Bionics first 
became aware of problems 
with the implant in 2004 
and conducted a limited, 
six-week recall in which 
they ceased shipping the 
devices. In March 2006, the 
company recalled devices 
that hadn’t been implanted 
because of the issue of ex¬ 
cessive moisture seeping 
into the device. 

The company shipped 
roughly 4,000 implants be¬ 
tween the 2004 recall and 
the 2006 recall. The Food 
and Drug Administration 
cited Advanced Bionics in 
2007 for failing to get ap¬ 
proval for a new supplier of 
a component to keep mois¬ 
ture out of the device. The 
FDA and Advanced Bionics 
settled the charges in 2008 
for $1.1 million. 

“It was too late for 
Breanna,” Johnson said. 

To date, more than 
1,000 have malfunctioned _ 
a failure rate of about 40 
percent. Johnson said the 
rate could rise to as high as 
50 percent. 

“If they’re lucky, they 
just won’t be able to hear 
anymore,” Johnson said. 

Breanna is now 11- 
years-old and the impact of 
the two surgeries and mal¬ 
functioning have taken a 
toll on her, Johnson said. 

“Anytime she hears 
anything, she jumps out of 
her skin. She’s very, very 
apprehensive,” Johnson 
said. “She’s just a very, 
very fearful little girl now.”

Ky. mayor 
resigns, 
changes mind, 
stays in office 

CUMBERLAND, Ky. (AP) 
An eastern Kentucky 
mayor who previously an¬ 
nounced his resignation 
has changed his mind and 
decided to stay in office. 

Cumberland Mayor 
Carl Hatfield notified the 
city council of his plans to 
quit on April 9 after the 
council asked him to leave. 
Hatfield told the Harlan 
Daily Enterprise that calls 
from citizens and city em¬ 
ployees caused him to re¬ 
think the decision. 


“They said they had 
elected me to this office 
and that they would be the 
ones to tell me to leave if 
they wanted me to leave 
come election time,” 
Hatfield said. 

Hatfield said the deci¬ 
sion to resign came about 
because of tensions with 
the council. Hatfield said 
he and the council must 
learn to work together. 

“I probably irritated a 
couple or three of them 
(council members) by re¬ 
moving some family mem¬ 
bers from office,” Hatfield 
said. “But anything I did 
was justified and com¬ 
pletely within the law and 
within reason.” 

Council member David 
Dixon said he believes the 
council’s request for 
Hatfield’s resignation was 
the correct thing to do. 

Dixon said the city 
won’t be able to move for¬ 
ward until the administra¬ 
tion changes. 

“I feel like this city will 
sink back down into the 
slump that we’ve seen over 
the past several months un¬ 
less something is done to 
rectify the situation. I’ve 
spoken to several citizens 
in the city of Cumberland 
that stand by the council’s 
request for the mayor to re¬ 
sign,” Dixon said. 

FDIC closes 
Kentucky 
bank; 6th 
failure of ’13 

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Regulators have closed a 
small bank in Kentucky, 
bringing the total number 
of U.S. bank closures to six 
for this year. 

The Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. said Fri¬ 
day that state regulators 


closed First Federal Bank, 
based in Lexington, Ky. 

The bank had about 
$100.1 million in assets and 
$93.9 million in deposits as 
of Dec. 31. 

Your Community 
Bank, based in New Al¬ 
bany, Ind., agreed to as¬ 
sume all of First Federal’s 
deposits and buy essen¬ 
tially all of the failed 
lender’s assets. 

The failure of First 
Federal, which had five 
branches, is expected to 
cost the deposit insurance 
fund $9.7 million. 

U.S. bank closures 
have been declining since 
they peaked in 2010 in the 
wake of the financial crisis 
and the Great Recession. 


Couple charged 
with pretending 
to be dentists 

COLUMBIA, Tenn. (AP) A 
husband and wife are in 
Maury County jail after 
police say they were prac¬ 
ticing dentistry without a 
license. 

The Daily Herald re¬ 
ports Michael and Lana 
Richardson are also 
wanted in Glasgow, Ky. on 
similar charges. 

Michael Richardson 
also has a criminal hold 
from Warren County, 
Tenn. That stems from a 
probation violation after a 
1994 conviction on imper¬ 
sonation of a licensed pro¬ 
fessional and unlawful prac¬ 
tice of dentistry. 

Columbia police say 
Michael Richardson was 
practicing at Amazing 
Smiles. 

The two are being held 
without bond and were 
scheduled to be arraigned 
on Friday. Jail officials did 
not know whether they had 
obtained attorneys. 


PSC looking 
for comments 
on plant 
replacement 

LOUISA, Ky. (AP) The 
agency that regulates 
Kentucky’s utilities is plan¬ 
ning public meetings on a 
proposal that would allow 
the Big Sandy generating 
facility in Louisa to be re¬ 
tired. 

The meetings are May 
14 in Louisa and May 15 in 
Whitesburg and Hazard. 

Kentucky Power is 
seeking approval from the 
state Public Service Com¬ 
mission to purchase a 50 
percent interest in Ohio 
Power Company’s Mitchell 
power plant south of 
Moundsville, W.Va. 

Kentucky Power says 
in its application the pur¬ 
chase price of $536 million 
would be more than $404 
million less than upgrading 
Big Sandy to meet stricter 
federal air quality stan¬ 
dards. 

Both units burn coal, 
but the PSC says in a news 
release the Mitchell plant 
has the equipment needed 
to comply with the new 
regulations. 

Fight between 
2 men ends in 
fatal shooting 

CAMPBELLSVILLE, Ky. 
(AP) A central Kentucky 
man has been charged with 
murder in a fatal shooting 
that began with a fight. 

Police say 56-year-old 
Richard Riggs shot a man 
in the chest in 
Campbellsville. 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader reports Riggs went 
to 60-year-old Orvey Carl 
Harris’ home around 9 p.m. 
Friday night and the two 
got into a fight. Investiga¬ 
tors say Riggs shot Harris 
once in the chest and then 
left. 

Officers arrived a few 
minutes later and found 
Harris’ body. 

They arrested Riggs at 
his home in Campbellsville 
without incident.

House Bill 415, signed 
into law on April 15, 2010, 
bans texting for drivers of 
all ages while the vehicle is 


in motion. For drivers 18 
and over, it allows the use 
of global positioning de¬ 
vices and reading, select¬ 
ing or entering a telephone 
number or name for the 
purpose of making a call. 

For drivers under 18, no 
use of personal communi¬ 
cation devices such as cell 
phones and pagers is al¬ 
lowed while the vehicle is 
in motion. The use of a glo¬ 
bal positioning system is al¬ 
lowed, but manually enter¬ 
ing information must be 
completed while the ve¬ 
hicle is stopped. If the cell 
phone rings while driving, 
safely pull off the roadway, 
ask a passenger to handle 
the call, or allow voice mail 
to answer and return all 
calls when it is safe and 
convenient 
transportation.ky.gov/ 
highway-safety/ docu¬ 
ments/ distracted.pdf).

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Bad hair bandit 
pleads guilty to 
robbing banks 

LONDON, Ky. (AP) A man 
known as the “bad hair ban¬ 
dit” has pleaded guilty to 
robbing multiple banks in 
southern Kentucky. 

The Times-Tribune re¬ 
ports Jason Fox has agreed 
to plead guilty to five of eight 
robbery counts officials filed 
against him in 2011. The 
charges came in a string of 
robberies in which the sus¬ 
pect wore a variety of ill-fit¬ 
ting wigs as a disguise. 

The newspaper reports 
Fox admitted to robbing 
banks in Barbourville, Pine 
Knot, Corbin and 
Williamsburg. 

His wife, Tasha Fox, was 
also charged in the robber¬ 
ies. She entered into a plea 
agreement in February and 
is scheduled for sentencing 
on June 20. 

Sentencing for Jason Fox 
is set for Aug. 15. 


Woman 
sentenced 
to 20 years in 
grandmother’s 
death 

CORBIN, Ky. (AP) The 
granddaughter of a southern 
Kentucky woman who died 
in 2006 has been sentenced 
to 20 years in prison after 
pleading guilty to man¬ 
slaughter. 

The Times-Tribune 
(http://bit.ly/WWlNYR) re¬ 
ports 40-year-old Michelle 
Loy was sentenced Wednes¬ 
day in Whitley County Cir¬ 
cuit Court. She had entered 
a guilty plea in the case in 
March just before her trial 
on a murder charge was to 
begin. 

Loy and her mother, 
Patricia Lawson, were both 
charged in the 2010 death of 


76-year-old Georgia Dotson 
of Williamsburg. An autopsy 
found that Dotson died of 
blunt force trauma, not a fall 
as Loy and Lawson told in¬ 
vestigators. 

Loy declined to make a 
statement at her sentencing. 

After the proceeding, 
charges against Lawson 
were dropped. 

“My God is sovereign,” 
Lawson said after the dis¬ 
missal. “I’ve been blessed 
with another miracle. I 
praise and honor his glory.” 

Prosecutor Allen Trimble 
said an investigation found 
Loy was Dotson’s caretaker 
and there was “no active neg¬ 
ligence” by Lawson. 

‘The family felt she didn’t 
have anything to do with it,” 
Trimble said. “Her husband 
was dying from cancer at the 
time, and Ms. Lawson was 
occupied dealing with him.”

To stay competitive in 
today’s market the plant 
needs to make several im¬ 
provements that improve 
the facilities efficiency. Go¬ 
ing to the open market 
gives the plant several 
years of profitability to al¬ 
low the company to invest 
the necessary funds to up¬ 
grade the facility and make 
it globally competitive. 

The upgrades to the 
plant are contingent upon 
the tentative deal between 
Century and Big Rivers 
being approved by the Ken¬ 
tucky Public Service Com¬ 
mission, the Rural Utilities 
Service and other third par¬ 
ties involved in the process. 

This agreement does 
not impact the Big Rivers 


rate case currently before 
the PSC. Big Rivers pro¬ 
vides power to three elec¬ 
tric cooperatives in West¬ 
ern Kentucky: Kenergy 
Corporation, Jackson Pur¬ 
chase Energy Corporation 
and Meade County Rural 
Electric. 

Settling the rate dispute 
proved tricky between the 
parties because Century 
Aluminum and the Rio 
Tinto Alcan smelter in 
Sebree, Ky., use approxi¬ 
mately 70-percent of the 
power generated by the 
Big Rivers’ system. In ad¬ 
dition, Kenergy is the coop¬ 
erative that serves both 
smelters, so losing these 
two smelters removes well 
over half of Kenergy’s 
power sales each year. 

As a not-for-profit utility, 
Big Rivers possesses a 
small margin of profit on its 
electric sales each year. Big 
Rivers is mandated to make 
a margin of just over $4 
million per year, and that is 
what the utility made last 


year. 

In addition, Big Rivers 
carries a significant debt 
load. The utility carries a 
debt of roughly $700 mil¬ 
lion. 

To help offset the loss 
power sales to Century, Big 
Rivers announced plans to 


cut costs. In a press release 
the company said it 
planned to defer over $19 
million in plant mainte¬ 
nance, refinance $442 mil¬ 
lion in debt to reduce an¬ 
nual interest expenses and 
also renegotiated fuel and 
reagent contracts. 


In addition the company 
decided to defer filling job 
openings, reduce its ve¬ 
hicle inventory and altered 
its medical plan for employ¬ 
ees. Also, the utility contin¬ 
ues to explore the option of 
idling or selling one of its 
power plants.

Century Aluminum and 
Big Rivers announced this 
week a tentative agreement 
to allow Century to pur¬ 
chase electricity on the 
open market. Though the 
two sides reached an 
agreement on their power 
dispute, rates are still going 
to raise for Big Rivers’ cus¬ 
tomers. The agreement 
does not affect the rate in¬ 
crease case by Big Rivers 
and Kenergy currently be¬ 
fore the Kentucky Public 
Service Commission. The 
proposal continues to move 
forward. 

In January of this year 
Big Rivers and Kenergy 
filed a rate increase pro¬ 
posal with the KPSC to in¬ 
crease residential rates by 
21.4-percent for residential, 
commercial and small in¬ 
dustrial members. Accord¬ 
ing to information provided 
by Kenergy, the average 
residential bill increases by 
approximately $23 per 
month. 

A three-tiered rate 
schedule exists for large in-

dustrial customers. The 
rate increases 16.6-percent 
for class A industrial cus¬ 
tomers, 18-6-percent for 
class B and 20.9 -percent 
for class C. This proposed 
rate increase takes effect in 
August of this year. 

This rate case also does 
not take into account Rio 
Tinto Alcan leaving the Big 
Rivers’ network. In January 
of this year Rio Tinto gave 
notice to Big Rivers that it 
plans to terminate its 
power contract with the 
utility by January of 2014. 
When Rio Tinto leaves the 
network, Big Rivers loses 
approximately 70-percent 
of its power load with the 
loss of Century and Rio 
Tinto, meaning the utility 
needs to raise rates again 
to compensate for losing its 
two biggest customers.
